The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims submitted in the amendment of 1/6/05 are allowable over Brechbiel et al. 

Brechbiel et al teach a chelator-antibody conjugate labeled with 1 1 1-In, which is an 
imaging, not a therapeutic isotope. The degree of mCi incorporation achieved by Berchbiel et al 
for this isotope cannot be assumed achievable' with a higher energy therapeutic isotope, since 
Curies of radiation is a measurement of the number of disintegrations per second, and not of the 
amount of energy released per second. 

After Berchbiel et al label the chelator-antibody conjugate with 1 1 1-In, they further 
purify the labeled conjugate. See page 2776, col. 1; page 2778, col.l; para, spanning pages 2778- 
2779; and page 2780, col. 1 . To the extent that their 'EDTA "Chase" Method' might be 
considered equivalent to the instant provision of a chelator in the formulation buffer (e.g. instant 
spec, pages 15-16), it is to be noted that this method does not provide for satisfying imaging data. 
Berchbiel et al point one away from employing the EDTA "Chase" Method and point to the use 
of HPLC, or a combination of both G-50 chromatography and HPLC for purification of the 
labeled conjugate. See page 2780, cols. 1-2.
